Heath Company has announced three new SSB Transceiver Kits. The HW-12 
is designed for 75 meters. HW-22 for 40 meters and the HW-32 for 20 meters.

They are all basically the same, using crystal 
sideband generator, printed circuit board construction and run 200 watts PEP with 
800 volts on the 6GE5 final tubes. They may be operated at reduced power using 
any of the Heath power supplies now available, but a new power supply will 
soon be available at about $40.00 for the 110v model. The transceivers will cost

AS THE NAME, CALL SIGN (if any), AND ADDRESS OF THE INDIVIDUAL SUB- 
MITTING THE ENTRY SHOULD BE INDICATED ON THE PAGE CONTAINING THE 
TEXT. Each year there are a large number of perfect copies that do not 
receive the certificates because the above information is not submitted. The 
name and/or call sign of the individual are mandatory if the certificate is to 
be awarded. 


Competition entries should be submitted to the Armed Forces Day Contest 
Room 5B960, the Pentagon, Washington, D.C., and postmarked not later than 
31 May 1963.
